THE EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE ..THE ANTI- 
; SLAVERY LEAGUE. 

Amongst the speakers at the last annual meeting 

of the Glasgow Emancipation Society, was the Rev. 

Dr. Ritchie of Edinburgh, an unflinching and able 

advocate of unadulterated anti-slavery. We copy 

his remarks from the Argus. 


Dr. Rircure, in rising to propose the next resolu- 
tion Was received with great applause. He said be 
had got avery long text, but they need not be alarm- 
ed, for he would give them a very short sermon ; and

nae Bo pro-slavery delegates to deprive them 
of a glorious opportunity to promote the cause of 
the oppressed slave, when it was brought before 
them, you disclaim anew, &c. You cannot speak 
,of them but in terms of condemnation. Others 
|may call it evangelical, if they like, but 1 cannot 
call it KY any such name. Tusk any man if that is 
evangelical, that is contrary to the religion of 
/ Christ, and contrary to the best feelings of our 
jcommon humanity? Impossible. Were 1 to go 
into the subject, L would say the word ‘ Evangeli- 
; ca? was seldom or never so much mi ied asin 
that Alliance. Yam rather too old now to be drawn 
aside by fine words, and I ask any one of you what 
you think of ‘crusade,’ which is derived from the 
| word crua, Cross? The ‘holy office’ is another 
| high-sounding phrase, aud T need ‘scarcely ask you 
| what you think of the inquisition. So much as to

| meetings, and begged them to say whether it was 
ia mat or an ourang-outang; but this great Alli- 
jance, which proclaimed itself paramount to all 
|Christian institutions, could not determine the 
}question. They deliberated for hours and for days, 
|and they had never settled it vet. (Cheers and 
\laughter.) No doubt they had read Buffon and 
|Cavier, but with all their knowledge of the ani- 
mal kingdom, rational or irrational, they broke up 
without telling whether it was a beast ora man. He 
thought, in these circumstanees, it was high time 
that they should dissolve themselves, and they did 
dissolve, and no man would ever see them resusci- 
tuted. (Applause.) They did not condemn the 
word evangelical, but condetnned the men who 
abused it. The Evangelical Alliance were high- 
sounding terms, but he begged to repeat, that no 
man need attempt to draw him aside by using fine 
words. He wanted ideas, and to examine the thing 
itself. After showing the glorious opportunity 
which the Alliance had of forwarding the Anti-

ment. He next showed that it was William Lloyd 
Garrison, George Thompson, and such men, who 
had done anything for the cause, and not those wha 
decried their mode of proceeding. He afterwards 
alluded to the formation of the Free Church Anti- 
Slavery Society, and to an attempt which had been 
made in Edinburgh to form another new Society, 
to include all those who are opposed to slavery. 
He had attended a meeting called for the purpose 
of promoting the datter, and whén he went into the 
room, he found sitting, one here and ‘and another 
there, the very men who had left their Society in 
Edinburgh, when they became an immediate 
Emancipation Society. Dr. Candlish made a very 
excellent speech, and then intimated that he had 
to go to another meeting, and that they should ap- 
point a committee. He (Dr. R.) said, as Dr. Can- 
dlish and those who acted with him had solicited 
the meeting, they should heer the sentiments of 
others before a comimittee was appointed. For 
his part, he could not admit into church-fellowship 
the whole body of churches in the southern States 
of America, as it did not, in his opinion, diminish 
the sin of slaveholding, because it was shared in 
by a multitude of sinners, Dr. French rose and 
declared the same thing. Afterwards, Dr. Can- 
dlish admitted that he was aware that an Anti- 
Slavery Society was to be formed that evening in 
connection with the Free Chureh ; but added, that 
he preferred going to another fellowship rather 
than to his own church. Now what was the re- 
sult? Since they told thém their opinion, they 
had heard no more of the matter, and he would 
take the liberty of saying that they never would. 
The Free Church Anti-Slavery Society was going 
a-head ; and under the auspices of such men as 
Dr. Willis, he had no doubt it would go a-head, till 
the object for which it was instituted was accom- 
plished. (Applause.) After showing the folly of 
speaking against the sin of slaveholding without 
trying to tnake the slaveholder feel that he was a 
sinner, he said he once thought an immense deal 
of America, and had thoughts of closing “his days 
in that country; but, of late years, he confessed 
that he had Fe a perfect scunner atit. (Cheers and 
laughter.) If ever he saw a country dissolving it- 
self, itwas that, and he did not know # country 
where hummnn life was so cheap as in the Southern 
States of America. Either that Union must be dis- 
solved, or the league of those s'aveholders with hell 
must be dissolved.

The corrupt rulers, 
false prophets and cunning priests, whom Isaiah and 
Jeremiah rebuked, and who visited upon the heads of 
these martyr-witnesses a terrible retribution, are all 
in their graves, and can neither bribe nor overawe us; 
nor have we any interests in common with them; 
and we therefore sit in judgment between them and 
their accusers with a clear vision, a steady pulse, and 
an unbiassed judgment. The chief priests, scribes and 
pharisees, with the rabble who cried out, ‘ Release 
not this man, but Barabbas,’ and ended by erucifying 
Jesus between two thieves, are gone, with all their 
official splendor, their religious authority, their brutal 
rufianism, their power to hill. We fear them not; 
we read the woes pronounced against them by the 
faithful Nazarene, and feel no indignation at his 
strong language; we regard that generation with 
abhorrence. So, too, they who hunted, like wild 
beasts, the reformers of the 15th and 16th centuries, 
are crumbled to dust, gnd we stand upon their ashes, 
and brand them freely and bravely as a race of cow- 
ards and persecutors. Why should we not? We 
have no trade at stake ; our reputation is notin peril ; 
the fires of Smithfield are quenched; we are living 
in the nineteenth century; and dead men cannot 
harm us. But what are we doing in regard to the 
impostures, the crimes, the wrongs of uur own times, 
and our own country? Are we grappling with them, 
with any thing like the boldness of those whose 
sepulchres we are proud to build, whose memories 
we almost adore? Are we striving to do for posteri- 
ty, what they did for us, and thus honestly discharg- 
Or are we basely bowing the 
knee toa corrupt public sentiment, hurrying with the 
multitude to do evil, and leaving those responsibilities 
which God has imposed upon us, to be met by those 
who shall come after us? If not ourselves acting as 
the moral pioneers of our times, what are we saying 
of those who are willing to be made of no reputation 
for Truth's sake, and who are receiving a share of 
the persecution that was meted out to Jesus and his 
disciples?

He appealed 
to their reason, and by so doing implied that he 
could make no higher appeal. ‘Itis a small thing 
to be judged of man’s judgment,’ said Paul. ‘Let 
every man be fully persuaded in his own mind,’ 
* Prove all things ; hold fast that which is good.” 

Such are not the injunctions given to us by mod- 
ern teachers. They beg us not to be inquisitive ; 
they attempt to frighten us from a searching inves- 
tigation of the things which they assume to be sa- 
cred ; they desire us to be satisfied with the discov- 
eries of the past; they point us to the imterpreta- 
tions, readings and decisions of the ancient fathers ; 
they declare dissent to be a heresy that will endan- 
ger the eternal safety of the soul; they cry— Prove 
nothing '—it has been aiready proved by others ; 
they enjoin us to ‘ hold fast that which is,’ whether 
it be good or bad. Such are moral cowards, false 
teachers, or wolves in sheep’s clothing ; from such, 
turn away. 

Thank God, the Past is not the Present. For its 
opportunities and deeds, we are not responsible. It 
is for us to discharge the high duties that devolve 
on us, and carry our race onward. To be no better, 
no wiser, no greater than the Past, is to be little, and 


sacrifice glorious opportunities for the performance 

of sublime deeds, to be cumberers of the ground. 

We can and we must transcend our predecessors, in 

their efforts to give pence, joy, liberty, to the world. 

* New occasions teach new duties ; Time makes an- 
cient good uncouth ; 

They must upward, still, and onward, who would 
keep abreast of Truth :— 

Lo! before us gleam her camp-fires! we ourselves 
must Pilgrims be, 

Launch our May hower, and steer boldly through 
the desperate winter sea, 

Nor attempt the Future's portal with the Past’s 
blood-rusty key.’ 

The history of the world presents no period so in- 
teresting or so sublime as the one in which we are 
called to be actors. It furnishes scope for the noblest 
ambition, for the exercise of the mightiest intellect, 
for the indulgence of the most philanthropic spirit, 
for the achievement of the most beneficent purposes. 

The extremity in which we find our country, at 
the present crisis, should induce us to forget our 
party feuds, our sectarian rivalries, and our per- 
sonal variances. A common danger should make 





blood of Abel unto the blood of Zacharias’ If we 
are treading in their footsteps ; if we are as reereant| 
to truth, as false to right, as hostile to liberty, in our | 
day, as they were in theirs; if we are unwilling to} 
suffer in our reputation or worldly prosperity, to look | 
tyrants and impostures serenely in the face,and bid 
them defiance while we unmask them; if we ask, | 
concerning those who are perishing, or grinding in | 
the prison-house of bondage, ‘ Are we our brother's” 
keepers ?"—then may we not sing the praises of | 
Christ as our exemplar and guide, nor profess to) 
honor his apostles, nor pretend to be animated by the | 
love of God. We must be associated—nay, if we | 
persevere in such a course, we shall be associated | 
hereafter, by posterity—with those whom we now 
admit were the enemies of their race. 

But let it not be so with us. Let us prove our- | 
selves worthy of the great and good who have gone | 
before us. ruth needs our help; let her have it. | 
Right is cloven down in the land; Jet us come to the | 
rescue. Liberty is hunted with bloodhounds, and | 
Lynch law is threatened to her advocates; let us! 
form a body-guard around her, and bare our bosoms | 
to the shafts that are aimed ather. Christianity, as | 
exemplified in the life of its great Founder, is tar- 
nished, modified, perverted to the sanctioning of 
enormous crimes, to the justification of sinners of the 
first rank ; let us endeavor to remove its stains, to 
hold it up in its pristine purity, as against all wrong, 
all injustice, all tyranny, and embracing all mankind 
in one common brotherhood. Millions of our coun- 
trymen are in chains, erying to us for deliverance ; 
on the side of their oppressors, there is power ; let us 
rally for their emancipation, and never retire from 
the conflict, until victory or death be ours. The 
demon spirit of War is driving his chariot-wheels | 
over the bodies of prostrate thousands, and kindling | 
the flames of hell throughout our borders ; let us be 
volunteers in the catse of peace, and give no coun- 
tenance whatever to the spirit of violence. To do 
all this, it will cost us something; we must think no 
more of the bubble reputation of the hour than did 
Jesus; we must have entire faith in God, and be 
baptized into the divine spirit of love; we must see 
of the travail of our souls, and be satisfied; we must 
be strengthened and consoled by the thought, that, 
in addition to the sweet approvals of our own con- 
sciences, we shall secure the gratitude of a redeemed 
posterity, and the smiles of God; we must possess 
that indomitable spirit which led John Adams to ex- 
claim, on signing the Declaration of Independence, 
‘Sink or swim, live or die, { give my hand and my 
heart to this Declaration !'

Ere her cause bring fame and profit, and ‘tis prosper- 
ous to be jast; 

Then it is the brave man chooses, when the coward 
stands aside,

To every great reform, the same objections, sub- 
stantially, are urged, unti) ittriumphs. First—That 
itis against the Scriptures. Second—That it dis- 
turbs the peace and endangers the safety of the 
charch. Third—That it is generally discarded by 
the priesthood, who, being divinely appointed, must 
know all about it. Fourth—That it is contrary to 
long-established precedent and venerated authority. 
Fifth—That it lacks respectability and character ; 


ential, and none of the rulers believe on it. Sixth— 
It is sheer fanaticism, and its triumph would be the 
overthrow of all order in society, and chaos would 
come again. Lastly—Its advocates are vulyar in 
speech, irreverent in spirit, personal in attack, seek- 
ing their own base ends by bad means, and pre- 
sumptuously attempting to dictate to the wise, the 
learned, and the powerful. 

Be not intimidated by any of these outeries. 
They are ‘full of sound and fury, signifying noth- 
ing.’ Or, rather, they indicate the standard around 
which it is your duty and my duty to rally—and that 
is the standard of Right, whether storm or sunshine 
is to be our portion, or whatever may be the conse- 
quences. 

First ofall, let us maintain freedom of speech ; fet 
us encourage honest and fearless inquiry in all things. 
Let us recognize no higher standard than that of 
Reason, and dare to summon to its bar, all books, 
customs, governments, institutions, and laws, that 
we may prove them, and render our verdict accord- 
ingly. Whatever in this great universe is above our 
reason, with that we need have no controversy, nor 
showld it give us any anxiety; whatever is contra- 
ry to ourreason, that let us promptly reject, though a 
thousand books deemed sacred should declare it to 
be true—though tea thousand councils should affirm 
it to be right—though all nations should pronounce us 
to be guilty ofa terrible heresy in rejecting it. If God 
does not address us as reasonable beings, he cannot 


us one, to conspire fur our safety, and the mainte- 
nance of the Right. We have in our midst, occupy- 
ing twothirds of our nationa) territory, a system, 
which, in that vast section, allows no man to exam- 
ine it, to speak his mind freely in regard to it, and 
least of all to labor for its overthrow. The very fact, 
that it will not submit toexamination, strikes down 
the freedom of speech and of the press, and the 
right of petition, demonstrates it to be incurably 
wicked and horribly offensive. That system is sla- 
very ; and, like a cancer, itis eating out the vitals 
of the republic. We are under the absolute domin- 
ion of the Slave Power—a power, which, like the

FAST DAY. 
Tharsday next is appointed by Gov. Briggs to be 
observed as a day of Fasting and Prayer in this Com-! 
monwealth. In his very pious Proclamation, he 
uses the following language, which, in view of his 
wicked course respecting the Mexican war, is little 
short of blasphemy :— 





‘Covering ourselves with humility as with a gar- 
ment, let us devoutly entreat Him to put an end to 
the war now existing between our own and the peo- 
ple of a sister Republic, and pray that the time may 
come, when His word shall go forth, that the sword 
shall cease to kill; that He will restrain the limits 
of slavery in our own, and in other lands, and hasten 
the time when the interests and the happiness of 
the master and the slave shall be advanced by burst- 
ing the chains of every bondmau on the face of the 
earth.’ 

As to the Governor's Fast Proclamation, a cor- 
respondent (S. M.) in this city asks—‘ What has 
God to do with putting a stop toa war, which 
Briggs himself has been helping to get up? It is 
an insult to send out sach a proclamation as this. 
Think of a man professing to be a follower of the 
Prince of Peace, calling for men to gc and buteher 
a defenceless people; and then invoking the people 
to come together, and ask God to stop the war!! 
if the clergy were at all governed by the spirit of 
primitive Christianity, they would throw the proc- 
lamation back into his face with disgust and indig- 
nation. But,no. With very few exceptions, they 
will read it, and make long prayers over it; for they 
are as hypocritical and time-serving as he. They 
would make a much louder outcry to see an indus- 
trious man working on Sunday, than to behold a 
thousand men hung or shot down.’ 

Another correspondent, (E. R.) at Abington, de- 
sires to ‘ callon the people of Massachusetts, through 
the columns of the Liberator, not to assemble in their 
several places of worship, and there to mock God in 
fasting and prayer, at the bidding of George N. 
Briggs; for he has betrayed the old Bay State into 
the hands of slaveholders, and summoned her sons 
to fight the battles for slavery. If the Governor 
wants any fasting and praying done, let him do it 
himeeif.’ 





DEATH OF THEODORE 8S. WRIGHT. 

We see announced the death of the Rev. Taro- 
pore Sepvewicx Wricnt, Pastor of the First (Col- 
ored) Presbyterian Church in New-York, in the 50th 
year ofhisage. He died on the 25th ultimo, after a 
severe illness of about two weeks. Mr. Wright was 
distinguished for his amiable qualities, his devotional 
spirit, and his persuasive eloquence. For several 
years prior to the dismemberment of the American 
Anti-Slavery Society, he was a member of its Execu- 
tive Committee ; but he allowed his sectarian feelings 
to bias his judgment at that crisis, and associated 
himself with the seceders. He was active and useful 
in his ministrations to the colored people of New- 
York, by whom he was generally beloved, and will 
be much lamented. All the various Colored Male 
Benevolent Societies uf New-York, Brooklyn and 
Williamsburgh, were to attend his funeral, and the 
procession was to move up West Broadway to Canal 
street, up Canal to Broadway, down Broadway to 
Chambers street, through Chambers to Chatham, 
down Chatham to Frankfort street, thence to the 
Chareh.

TERRIBLE SHIPWRECK. 


The Spanish brig Emily, Capt. Camps, arrived at 
Havana on the 3d inst., from Sisal, bringing sixty- 
seven passengers, sivéd from the wreck of the 
steamer Tweed. The following* particulars we 
translate from the Diario de la Marina Extra: The 
Royal Mail steamer Tweed, Capt._Parsons, left Ha- 
vana on the 9th of February, for Vera Cruz, havin 
58 passengers and a crew of 91 men—in all 14 
souls. At half past 3 o'clock in the morning, Feb- 
ruary 12th, while going at full speed, she suddenly 
struck with a tremendous force on the rocks of the 
Alacranes, (Yucatan,) and in less than twenty min- 
utes she sunk entirely! The cabin was the first 
torn open by the concussion, and at the same instant 
the water came rushing in, drowning many before 
they could escape from their berths. ‘The upper 
cabin deck was burst through, and upun the ecatter- 
ered pieces of this, many endeavored to save them- 
selves. And now occurred those desperate scenes, 
more awful from the piercing shrieks of the suffer- 
ers, which no pen candescribe. Many of those who 
gained the deck threw themselves into the sea, and 
were lostat once. Others seized hold of boards, 
buckets, chairs, tables, or whatever they could 
reach, and calling upon God for assistance, dashed 
into the waves. Some, who occupied roome in the 
deck cabin, preferring instant death to longer use- 
less struggles, blew out their brains with pistols, or 
destroyed themselves with a razor orknife! By 
little and little, the long saloon of the deck cabin 
began to sink ander water, and then all sprang from 
the ship. Some never rose again; others began to 
swim towardsa cluster ofrocks which were out of 
the water, about 50 yards from the vessel. Never 
was light so long in coming. When day dawned, 
the saved might be seen here and there in little 
groups, with all their limbs bruised, naked and ex- 
hausted, Gradually they collected together, and 
now sawa few unfortunate sailors clinging to the 
top of the wheel-house. They made the most piti- 
ful signs for succor; bat there were no boats nor 
any other mode of assistance, and the sailors soon 
perished. Upon these rocks, without provisions, 
without aid, and ready to die, some from exhaustion, 
—but most from hunger and thirst,—did these poor 
beings remain forfive long days On the 5th day, 
the brig Emily, the one by which we now receive 
these particulars, hove in sight. Her appearance 
was hailed by one universal shout of joy, while tears 
and prayers of gratitude escaped from all. The 
survivors were safely embarked on board the Emily, 
and carried into Sisal. A card is published in the 
Noticicso, expressive of their gratitude to the cap- 
tain and officers of the brig. It appears that a small 
boat whieh afterwards floated to them had been sent 
to Sisal for aid. On her way thither, she was picked 
up by the Emily, Captain Camps, who immediately 
changed his course,and ran for the wreck. The 
Tweed wasa noble vessel. She had on board a 
large quantity of quicksilver and valuable freight, 
the loss of which will no doubt exceed $1,000,000. 
She was commanded by Capt. Geo. Parsons; E. 
Ellison, Ist officer; C. H. Onslow, 2d do.; E. Kent, 
3d do.; T. Rowlatt, midshipman; S. B. Rowlatt, 
surgeon. Don Escudero, of Yucatan, one of its 
inost pronmnent men, was lost, together with his 
wife. They were drowned in their berths. 





Wasuincrox, March 11, 1848.

They then carefully re- 
buried the body, returned to their quarters, and hung 
up to dry, by the fire, the ‘trophies of their horrid 
depredation. The next day, one of the party be- 
coming alarmed or conscience stricken, told of the 
|affair, and the actors in it were all arrested. On 
being questioned as to their motives for the outrage, 
they gave as a reason that the fingers, toes or tongue 
of a dead body possessed a ‘charm,’ which would 
enable the possessor to be always successful in any 
species of gambling in which he might engage.— 
Mobile Register, March 9th. 











Elopement and Tragedy.—The Louisville Journal 
states thata yousg man named Musgrove, of Glas- 
ow, Ky., eloped with a daughter of B. Lawless, to 
Ponkcesde: where he married her. On his route home 
he met Lawless at Scottsville who told Musgrove if he 
would show that he was ly married to his daugh- 
ter, he would interpose no further objection. Mus- 
grove returned to Tennessee, procured a certificate 
of hie marriage, and in company with two friends pro- 
ceeded to Lawless’s house. As soon as the latter 
saw them approaching, he walked out with a loaded 
gun, fired twice, and wounded Musgrove so that he 
died in about three hours.
